THE PROBLEM OF SOFTBALL 


Whether or not there will be softball played in Porterville this 
summer depends upon how much, how quick and by who. 

More specifically, the old football field on the high school 
campus will not be available this summer, since it must be reno- 
vated; increased teenage baseball activity pretty well ties up 


and there are more than 200 of them — are mostly young work- 
ing men who say they are not able to play twilight softball be- 
cause of job requirements; recently the Porterville high school 
and college board of trustees turned down a request to use the 
lighted Jamison stadium on the college campus for summer soft- 
ball. 

Actually softball is something more than a city of Porterville 
activity. Playing in the city league are young men from through- 
out the greater Porterville area; in the church league are also 
players from most of the smaller communities surrounding Porter- 
ville. : 

This overlapping of participation between city residents and 
rural area residents is also the rule throughout the city's summer 
recreation program, consequently this program is conducted on 
a cooperative basis between three agencies — the city, the high 
school district and the elementary school district. 

Actually all three of these agencies seem willing to pool 
their resources to provide a playing field for softball; the men 
who play softball are willing to help with work on whatever type 
of facility is developed. But now, time is the big problem. Soft- 
ball season is iust around the corner. 

So, what's the answer? 

We believe it would be unwise to rush into a crash program 
on a softball field right now; we are of the opinion that softball 
could well be played under the college stadium lights for one 
summer; we believe that the city of Porterville, the two school 
districts, the recreation commission, and interested citizens should 
start right now to work out a cooperative program to provide a 
softball facility that will be ready to go in the summer of 1963; 
we believe this project can be accomplished on a cooperative 
basis with a reasonable expenditure of money; meanwhile, we 
think softball can be played in Porterville this summer. 

As things now stand, all of this hinges on use of the college 
stadium. 

We hope that the high school and college board of trustees 
will see fit to reconsider the decision denying use of this facility.

NEW BOOKS 


A pleasant change is THE 
LILIES OF THE FIELD, by Wil- 


‘liam B. Barrett. Homer Smith was 


24; he stood six feet two and his 
skin was a deep, warm black. 
There was laughter in him — also 
tolerance and understanding and 
numerous abilities. After leaving 
the army he bought a second-hand 
station wagon, equipped it for 
living and set off to see the West. 
That was how he came to drive by 
the field where four German nuns 
were working — they were plan- 
ning to build a church. For some 
obscure reason Homer Smith 
(Schmitt, as the nuns called him) 
stopped to help. With but one 
spell of wandering away, he stays 
to finish their church, then dis- 
appears leaving behind him the 
legend of his faithful help. 

One of the best novels of the 
year is THE FOX IN THE ATTIC, 
by Richard Hughes. This is a 
spellbinder, a study in horror, 
never very far from nightmare, 
but ot the same time an epitome 
of the post-World War I mental 
and emotional climate in England 
and Germany. The writing is bril- 
liant; the people, both the fic- 
tional characters and the real fig- 
ures of history, come alive. 
Hughes is well remembered for his 
extraordinary novel, THE INNO- 
CENT VOYAGE published in the 
1920’s. ; 

A book-of-the-month gelection, 
THE BULL FROM THE SEA, by 
Mary Renault, is a long, well-told 
tale that continues the adventures 
of Theseus, as begun in THE 
KING MUST DIE by the wame 
author. It is about Theseus the’ 
King of Athens, as lover of the’ 
Amazon Hippolyta (there is great 
dramatic intensity in this long ep- 
isode), and as husband of the Cre- 
tan princess, Phaedra. The fine 
simplicity of the author’s narra- 
tive style matches the classic trag- 
edy she tells. 

A LONG AND HAPPY LIFE, 
by Reynolds Price is a southern 
novel which aroused advance ex- 
citement as the work of a new 
and promising writer. This is a 
subtle, skillfully-wrought, short 
novel which traces the joyless ro- 
mance of a Carolina country girl 
and her equally inarticulate swain, 
who wears a leather jacket and 
rides a motorcycle. Price is very 
well known for his excellent short 


stories. The reviews have been 
excellent.

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WAKE UP - BEFORE IT'S TOO LATE! 


Two important changes in the tax laws are now befce Con- 
gress which, if passed importantly affect your pocketbook. 


In 1954, a start was made toward eliminating double tax- 
ation of corporate earnings distributed as dividends. This per- 
mitted you to exclude from taxable income the first $50 from 
dividend income ($100 in case of a joint return) and to deduct 
from your tax 4% of the amount received in excess of this ex- 
clusion. The Administration has recommended to Congress that 
the tax laws be changed te: deprive you of those rights. 


But that's not all — for the other change is of even more 
importance to you. Everyone agrees that all income legally sub- 
ject to tax should be reported for tax purposes. However, it is 
propesed, to correct the failure by a few people to report tax- 
able income, that a withholding of 20% be deducted at the 
source from all dividends and interest paid to investors 
even though it is admitted that many investors would not have 
to pay a tax. 

This withholding would not be personalized, as with wage 
withholdings which is individualized as to income and depen- 
dents. Thus, millions of people would overpay their taxes—have 
money taken away from them — and then would have to ar- 
range for its return. This would further complicate an already 


confusing income tax return which most people are not capable 
ef handling. 


About 60% of all persons receiving dividends and interest 


will have to arrange to get their own money back. But that's 
Only part of the story. 


What if you are reinvesting your dividends or interest. $20 
out of every $100 would be withheld, cutting down the amount 
that otherwise would be available for compounding. This would 
disrupt millions of plans and programs for those building for 
retirement or cther goals. 

Those who look to dividends and interest as part or the 
main source of whatever “living” they have, would be particul- 
arly hard hit. The proposed legislation will tend to drive dollars 
toward non-withhalding investments where the burdensome and 
irritating process of tax and recovery is absent, 


Unfortunately, no organized lobby exists to take the invest- 
ors case to Congress. Unless we intend to let this law pass with- 
out voicing a protest, we must wake up, befere it’s too late. The 
bill has passed in the House of Representatives. There is still a 
chance though as the bill must now go to the Senate. So - write

At long last, our 1962 Bat- 
tle of the Budget is over. In 
our second special session of 
the year, we finally agreed on 
appropriation of $2.887 billion 
to run our California state 
government in 1962-63. The 
increase over the approved 
spending program for the cur- 
rent year is roughly. 6.6 per- 
cent. 

When the second budget bill 
was introduced on April 9, its 
total turned out to be about 
the same size as that of its 
defeated predecessor, $2,888 
billion. The various items in 
‘it had not been changed much 
from what they were in the 
compromise version approved. 
in the budget session by the 
conference committee, which 
passed the senate but died in 
the assembly. 

As expected, both parties 
girded themselves to advance 
their respective positions. At 
first, most of us anticipated 
another adamant — struggle 
over basic issues. But soon 
some sharp strategist schem- 
ed up the idea of a conference 
committee within the assem- 
bly itself, to try and iron out 
differences between the two 
parties, before the budget bill 
came to a vote on the floor. 

Soon a _ purely unofficial 
group of five Democrats and 
five Republicans were work- 
ing in lengthy closed sessions, 
independently of the regular 
ways and means committee. 
Their deliberations were tight- 
ly guarded. Most assembly- 
men did not learn the results 
until an amended bill was 
brought up for consideration 
at a night session. 

After prolonged debate, the 
bill passed with more than the 
needed 54 votes. Eighteen Re- 
publicans joined forty-one 
Democrats in voting for it. 
Fifteen Republicans opposed 
its passage to the end. 

Spokesmen for both parties 
claimed to have lost in the 


compromise. The Democrats

We live in a very competitive 
society, and the kids learn this 
at an early age.

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FARMERS MUST 
FILE REPORT 
ON WAGES PAID 


VISALIA, Apr. 19 — Employers 
of agricultural workers must file 
their wage reports for the first 
quarter of 1962, and send deduc- 
tions made from their workers’ 
wages for disability insurance 
during that period to Sacramento 
by April 30, Jack R. Ham, auditor 
in charge for the State Depart- 
ment of Employment in Visalia, 
has reminded employers. 

The law requires that any em- 
ployer of agricultural labor who 
pays total wages in excess of $100 
either to one or several workers 
during a calendar quarter must 
deduct one percent from his work- 
ers’ wages and send the deduc- 
tions to Sacramento along with 
his report of total wages paid. 
For the calendar year 1962 the 
one percent deduction will be on 
the first $4,100 paid in wages. 

The law also requires that em- 
ployers furnish their employees 
with a written statement showing 
the name of the employer and the 
employee, the period of employ- 
ment covered, the amount of wag- 
es paid, and the deductions with- 
held.
